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THE HISTORIC VALUE OF THE ANCIENT COINS OF 
GREECE AND ROME. 


A paper read at the Third Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association at Chicago, Ill., Aug. 21, 1893. 


[REV. JEREMIAH ZIMMERMAN. | 


~ When traveling in Hgypt, and looking at the tombs of the ancient empire, 
with the walls covered with frescoes representing the events of over 4,000 


years ago, I was impressed with the historic value of archaic art, and that the 


art of the ancients is an interpreter of history. This same view interested 
_ me in the study of the historic Coins of Greece and Rome, for they not only 
form the links in the long chain of history as it extends dcwn through the 
Centuries but invests with peculiar interest certain great personages, and 
prominent events in the life of these nations. 


Whether it be true or not, that by tracing the series of Roman coins to the 
time of Gallienus we have ‘‘from an artistic point of view, an epitome of the 
rise and fall of the Roman Empire,”’ it is true that by such a study we shall 
find many interesting and important facts of cotemporaneous history recorded 
on these ancient coins, and they not only inseparably connect us with that dis- 

tant period of the past, but they tend to bring it much nearer and invest it 
with a realism that every student of Numismatics feels, giving us a keen per- 
sonal interest in those times and well known characters, cridging over the in- 
tervening centuries and making those once stirring scenes ‘vivid to our minds 
and feelings,—as though the great curtain that has fallen on the past Centur- 

ies should rise once more and the chief actors appear on‘ the stage aged to re- 

enact their parts. -
